- The ey es of the entire electrical 
w orld are turned on R ushville and no 
one but the men who have been active 
in electrical work and have spent m ost 
of th eir lives in solving the powers of 
electricity and how to apply it, can 
realize how g reat an interest is being 
taken in the pow er house being erected 
in this city . 
The operating of ears by an a lte r­ 
nating current sy stem of m otors is en­ 
tirely new and w hile its success lias 
been assured by experim ent, y et the 
Indianapolis 
& 
C incinnati traction 
com pany w ill be the first to put this 
in operation, and for th a t reason it is 
of vital interest to other railroads, 
w ho are contem plating a sy stem of 
th is kind. 
It is hard for the people of R ush­ 
ville to realize th at our road when 
com pleted w ill be the m ost up to date 
in the w orld, 
and th a t our pow er 
house w ill be the g reatest and m ost up 
to date pow er producing plant in the 
w orld, and y et it is true. 
The W esting liouse com pany , w ho arc 
putting in th is plant, are "using pa r­ 
tic ular care to have e very th ing put in 
exactly according to plans and are so 
anxious about it th at they have taken 
the contract of putting up the w ires 
so th a t they w ill be put up exactly in 
accordance w ith this new sy stem. 
Mr. Ing ersoll, of N ew Y ork, who 
has the work In charg e, sa}Ts th at the 
advantag es of th is new sy stem are very 
g reat. 
By the sy stem of the a lte rna t­ 
ing current, m uch m ore speed pow er a t­ 
tained and no rotary transform ers are 
needed a t substations, and the g reatest 
possible si>eed can be acouired and 
furth er, pow er can be furnished all over 
the S tate on any roads this eomjiany 
. m ig ht acquire in the future. 
The steam turbines w ith w hich thi§ 
pow er 
house is to be 
supplied is 
another feature th a t is com paratively 
new and can g enerate tw enty -five per 
cent m ore 
pow er 
w ith 
the same 
boiler capacity . 
The steam turbines th a t are to be 
put in are pow er producing m achinery 
the sam e as an eng ine, but of late in­ 
vention and the com pany have ordered 
tw o 1500 horse pow er turbines. 
Tw o 
8 00 horse-pow er C orliss eng ines are 
now being put in, w hich w ill lie of 
sufficient capacity for operating the 
road from here to Indianapolis. 
The 
turbines w ill not lie com pleted for eig ht 
or ten m onths, but there w ill be no 
necessity for them until the Conners- 
ville line is co mpleted. The Corliss 
eng ines operate tw o g enerators of 750 
horse power, directly connected. 
The 
turbo-g enerator sets w ill be of 1500 
horse pow er each. 
A g reat deal of the electrical m ach­ 
inery lias arrived and three m ore car 
loads are expected today or tom orrow . 
M ost of the transform ers and dy nam os 
are here now. 
T here is one piece of 
m achinery 011 board the cars now th at 
w eig hs tw enty -nine tons. 
It was to 
be unloaded today , but as the w eather 
was so disag reeable and the g round 
and planks so slippery it w as deemed 
best not to undertake a job so dan­ 
g erous. 
The larg e crane w hich was described 
in this paper some tim e ag o, w ill not 
carry th is hug e piece of m achinery , 
it being only fifteen tons capacity , so 
th a t this piece w ill have to be taken 
in 011 rollers w hich of necessity w ill 
be ra ther a slow pro cess.

The people of R ush county and more 
especially the phy sicians are m uch in­ 
terested at present in the announce- ! 
m ent by the D epartm ent of A g ricul­ 
ture a t W ashing ton, reg arding success 
in destroy ing ty phoid and other dis­ 
ease g erm s in larg e bodies of w ater, 1 
of w hich som ething was g iven out 
several weeks ag o. 
M any experim ents have been carried 
on by Dr. Georg e T. Moore, form erly 
of Indianapolis, w ho is credited w ith 
the discovery of the process of purifi­ 
cation. 
He has proved, it is announced, th at 
a weak solution of copper can destroy 
ty phoid and other disease g erm s w ith ­ 
in three or four hours, besides killing 
all alg ae and other form s of m arine 
life w hich have baffled attem pts to 
destroy them in the past. 
It is as­ 
serted that, this can be accom plished 
w ithout 
ta inting the w ater in the 
least or affecting it for ordinary pur­ 
poses. 
In addition to efficacy in dostroy ing 
disease g erm s, the departm ent bulletin 
em phasizes its im portance in pnrily ­ 
ing sm all lakes and ponds for pleasure 
purposes, and its pow er to destroy 
life in m osquito larvae, 
The cost of 
so purify ing w ater supplies is stated 
in the bulletin to be only 50 or 60 
cents for one hundred m illion g allons 
of w ater treated. 
D efinite 
know ledg e reg arding the 
character and state of the w ater m ust 
be obtained before the q ua ntity of 
streng th of the copper solution can be 
estim ated. 
A t ordinary tem perature, 
one part of sulphate of copper to one 
hundred thousand parts of w ater des­ 
troy s ty phoid and cholera g erm s in 
three tc four hours.

Dr. Moore was born in Indianapolis 
th irty -tw o y ears ag o, and was e du­ 
cated in the public schools. 
He was 
g raduated from the S hortridg e hig h 
school after w hich he entered W abash 
Colleg e and g raduated in 18 9 4. 
He 
then did special botanical w ork at 
D artm outh and H arvard, anti for the 
last five y ears he has been connected 
w ith the D epartm ent of A g riculture 
at W ashing ton. 
He has published 
num erous articles reg arding alg ae and 
other g row th.

Boston, May 19 —“To extend and 
com plete for the whole civllifced world 
as speedily as possible the pacific in­ 
stitutions which are ultim ately to dis­ 
place war and establish universal and 
perm anent pe ac e ' is the am bition of 
the Am erican Peace Society , an an­ 
nounced at its 76th annual m eeting 
here. 
In the annual report of the directors, 
Secretary Benjam in E. Trueblood de­ 
scribed the y ear as one of unexam pled 
Interest in the cause of international 
peace. 
On the subject of arm am ents, 
the directors say : 
“The serious and 
increasing pressing problem of check­ 
ing the g rowth of the arm am ents of 
the world, and of their reduction from 
the present ruinous and perilous pro­ 
portions, rem ains as y et practically 
untouched. 
“We reg ret to have to chronicle the 
discourag ing fact that in the m atter of 
naval increase our own g overnm ent is 
setting a very bad and dang erous ex­ 
ample. The estim ates for the navy the 
coming y ear am ount to nearly $100,- 
000,000. 
In eig hteen y ears the naval 
budg et has increased 
700 per cent. 
The population has during the sam e 
tim e increased but 50 per cent, and its 
Wealth only 100 per cent. 
Wre are at 
the present moment building more war 
vessels than any other country except 
G reat Britain. 
The annual election of officers re­ 
sulted In the re-election of the follow­ 
ing : 
President. R obert T reat Paine; 
secretary , Dr. Benjam in F. Trueblood; 
treasurer, Thom as H. Russell, all of 
this city . 
The following resolution In refer­ 
ence to the war between R ussia and 
Japan was unanim ously adopted: 
“The deplorable war in the far E ast 
oug ht never to have beg un. 
It was 
broug ht on by a policy of ag g ression 
upon territory to which neither of the 
Contestants has any just claim. 
It 
oug ht to end now. 
“The continuance of hostilities m ust 
Inevitably produce g reat loss of life 
and Incalculable w aste of money and 
property . 
Im m ense debts will be cre­ 
ated to burden and cripple both the 
Russian and the Japanese people in 
the futaire. 
A leg acy of anim osity and 
distrust between the two countries will 
be left behind, which will hinder tk* 
g rowth of true civilization in th at r* 
¿ion. 
“The civilized world is every w here 
injuriously affected by the conflict, 
both In Its moral and m aterial inter­ 
ests, and Is therefore entitled to be 
heard in the m atter. 
“The United States, because of 
its 
long and sincere friendship for 
bo th 
the bellig erents, is the power 
which 
can most appropriately and with 
the 
g reatest hope of success take the in­ 
itiative in the m ovem ent to 
resto re 
peace. 
“Our g overnm ent is therefore urg ed 
to seize the first opportune moment 
to offer m ediation 
to the bellig erents, 
either alone or in connection with the 
powers, as provided for in Section 2, 
A rticle 3, of the Hag ue convention."

Gentlemen who are crying ov er the 
death of free sp eech brought about by

im agine—m ight read the decision of 
Chief Justice F u ller and recall their 
ire and cease m ourning. Chief Justice 
F u ller exp ressed the surp rise of tlv et- 
entire m em bership of the court that 
excep tions should be taken to the de­ 
p ortation lawT on the ground th at it 
was obnoxious to the constitutional 
p rov ision p rohibiting the abridgem ent 
of freedom of sp eech , or of the p ress, 
or the exercise of religious p riv ileges, 
and he called attention to the fact 
th a t T urner, w hile 
denouncing all 
gov ernm ent, nev ertheless adm itted the 
necessity for gov ernm ent in himself 
ap p ealing to the court on constitu­ 
tional grounds. 
Freedom of sp eoch and of the p ress 
were held by the court to be p riv ileges 
of Am erican citizenship , and not p riv ­ 
ileges of an alien, m uch less of an 
alien who necessarily denounces c iti­ 
zenship in denouncing the constitu ­ 
tion and the laws under w hich c iti­ 
zenship is acq uired by b irth or by 
p rocess of naturalization. 
Of Turner, 
the Chief Justice said : 
“ “ He is not one of the p eop le to 
whom these tilings are secured, and 
can not become such by an attem p t 
forbidden by law'. 
To ap p eal to the 
constitution is to concede th at this is 
a land gov erned by th at sup reme law, 
and as, under it, the p ower to exclude 
has been determ ined to exist, those 
who are excluded cannot assert the 
rights in general obtaining in a land 
to which they do not belong as c iti­ 
zens or otherwise. * ’ 
2 In th at sense—and it is the right 
sense—Am erica is for Americans, hml 
w'hether the Am erican citizenship is 
acq uired by b irth or by naturalization 
is not m aterial. 
The holding of ¡the 
court was in the line of p reserv ation 
of law' and of order. 
To the self- 
ev ident p rop osition that it is not only 
rig h t but a duty of a gov ernm ent to 
p rotect itself, none but T urner and his 
discip les, or Am erican citizens of A t­ 
kinson strip e who are joining in the 
griefs of T urner and Most, can object, 
and th eir objection is w ithout m erit— 
Commercial Tribune.

His Steady Rise to Eminence the Re 


suit o f His Own Arduo us and Un­ 


ceasing Endeav o r. 


On the 4th of Ap ril forty-one years 
ago the Rep ublican candidate for gov ­ 
ernor of the great state of Indiana was 
born. 
At that moment there was 
nothing to justify & p rediction that he 
-would ev er be known beyond the nar­ 
row region in which he liv q d or that 
he would ev er rise beyond the lim ita­ 
tions that extrem e p ov erty often fixes 
to the asp irations of men. 
The father was a coop er; a tenant 
in a p oor rural community known as 
“Shake Rag,” near St. Josep h, Cham­ 
p aign county, Illinois. 
One of the 
neighbors v ery ap tly exp ressed the 
condition when he said that “if ev er 
a boy came up out of the ground and 
got great it was Frank H anly/' 
A mile from the cabin home was 
Rowdy Bend schoolhouse. 
This the 
young Hanly attended for six months. 
This was the sum of Frank Hanly’s 
exp erience in what is ordinarily called 
schooling. 
But the mental constitu­ 
tion, sup p lemented and sustained by 
an 
excellent 
p hysiq ue, m atriculated 
this boy in the greatest of all educa­ 
tional institutions, the univ ersity of 
life.' 
In this he has been always a 
faithful and diligent worker, and out 
of it all he has acq uired what few ac­ 
q uire from the institutions of learning 
that are sup p osed to fit young men 
for the battle of life- 
“Frank 
took 
to 
books/* 
says 
a 
brother. 
He had set out to be a law­ 
yer and an orator. 
Fortunately the 
father was in touch with the young 
m an’s asp irations. 
Often, it is said, 
the father would take the boy by the 
hand and walk to Champ aign, ten 
miles away, in order that the boy 
might hear the great orators of the day 
on the p olitical p latforms. 
W hen Frank was sixteen years old 
blindness came to the mother to add 
to the other m isfortunes of the fam­ 
ily. 
The father then sacrificed the 
little that he had in the v ain hop e of 
restoring the m other’s eyesight. 
The 
children, four in number, were sep a­ 
rated. 
Frank wrent to W illiamsp ort, 
W arren county, Indiana, to saw wood, 
for 75 cents a day, and soon his father 
and mother rented a farm in that 
neighborhood and settled up on it to be 
near the son. 
But Frank Hanly in those days was 
doing something besides sawing wood. 
His leisure hours were dev oted .to 
study. 
He bought books and read 
them with the av idity that only an 
eager, hungry mind can know. 
The 
p reference wi3 giv en, of course, to 
books of law, though he gav e sufficient 
attention to school text books to q ual­ 
ify him for teaching school. 
At nine­ 
teen he became the teacher of a coun­ 
try district school in W arren county. 
Then in the sum m er he abandoned the 
saw-buck for the ditch. 
It is said that 
he has dug more ditches in W arren 
county than any other man in it. 
Not 
only this, but he soon became known 
as the best diteh-digger in the county. 
In the m eantim e he had attended v a­ 
rious debates in the neighborhood and 
soon had become known as the ditch- 
digging orator and debater. 
After young Hanly became a teacher 
h« * was married to Miss Ev a Simmer, 
the daughter of a farmer. 
It is said 
tb*» t here he started his library with 
a « « cord-hand cop y of “The Life of 
Gaifttdd,” a v ery ap p rop riate as well 
as « v ary insp iring v olume for a young 
» J : fighting hi* way to fame and for­ 


tune against the handicap of extreme 
p ov erty. 
And here one is naturally 
reminded of a saying attributed to this 
same Garfield: 
“I always feel like 
lifting my hat,” said he, “when I see 
an American boy and think of the p os­ 
sibilities that are wrap p ed up in him.” 
And nev er was there a boy in a brav e 
struggle against adv ersity that would 
be more ap p rop riately recalled when 
this sentence of Garfield’s is men­ 
tioned. 
One day young Hanly went to Judge 
Rabb, of the W arren Circuit Court and 
asked to be admitted to the bar. 
He 
was examined and of course showed 
that he was q ualified, better than many 
a one that had been years In the p rac­ 
tice. 
Mr. Hanly recalls with 
both 
p ride 
and gratitude the encourage­ 
ment 
that he receiv ed in more than 
one instance from Judge Rabb. 
About 
this 
time the asp iring young man 
heard Will Cumbaek’s lecture on the 
“Possibilities of a Young Man/* and 
from this he receiv ed additional in­ 
sp iration. 
One day in 18 8 9 , w hen he was teach­ 
ing school and digging ditches, for he 
was still too p oor to abandon these to 
begin the p ractice of law, he met Judge 
Rabb, who suggested that the young 
man q uit this emp loyment and enter 
his law office. 
The offer was accep ted 
and the young man abandoned the 
schoolroom and the ditch to measure 
strength with the other lawyers of 
Williamsp ort. 
The first year was one of struggle. 
After that his ability and his industry 
and his sincerity of p urp ose were rec­ 
ognized and ap p reciated, and since 
then Frank Hanly has been known as 
one of the best lawyers in the state. 
In 18 9 0 Mr. Hanly formed a law p art­ 
nership with Ela Stansbury, a rep re­ 
sentativ e from W arren county in the 
last legislature. 
In 18 9 4 he was elect­ 
ed to congress, but was defeated for 
renomination by a v ery small majority. 
He then remov ed to Lafayette, where he 
has since been engaged in the p ractice 
of law. 
In 18 9 9 he made the race for 
the United States Senate and was de­ 
feated in the Rep ublican legislativ e 
caucus only ty a small majority. 
Mr. Hanly has a comfortable house 
in Lafayette. 
The family consists of 
himself, wife and a daughter. 
To 
these he is dev oted, and of all his 
v aried exp eriences it is the home life 
that he most enjoys. 
When it was announced that Mr. 
Hanly would be a candidate for gov ­ 
ernor. those who had giv en attention 
to the life-wor* of the man, recalling 
the numerous v isits he had made to 
different p arts of the state, p redicted 
that the foundation of his strength 
would be found in the imp ression ha 
had left by his sp eeches—the Imp res­ 
sion of both man and matter. 
These 
sp eeches were always interesting and 
the deliv ery imp ressiv e, but in addi­ 
tion to this was the feeling that the 
sp eaker had mastered his subject, that 
he sp oke only his conv ictions and that 
back of the sp eech wa3 a full-grown, 
honest, masterful man. 
And the p re­ 
dictions p rov ed to be correct. 
It was 
among the sturdy, thoughtful v oters 
that was laid the foundation for 
a suc­ 
cessful gubernatorial camp aign. 
Of course Mr. Hanly will be heard 
from in the camp aign in many effec­ 
tiv e sp eeches. 
There are always nu­ 
merous demands for him, and this year 
they will increase In number. 
Re­ 
q uests hav e been coming from all ov er 
the state ev er since the day he was 
nominated. 
He 
wi l l 
resp ond to as 
many of these as it is p ossible for a 
strong and willing worker to meet. 
This means a keen analysis of existing 
conditions, the unanswerable logic of
